Somewhere  a grief-stricken,  dis- 
couraged, and  neurotic  student  on 
this  campus  has  just  received  a 
“D”  grade  notice. 

Despite  the  mentally  agitated 
state  of  such  a student,  the  BYU 
Office  of  Academic  Standards  is 
eager  to  explain  the  school’s  pro- 
bation rule  and  its  new  suspension 
rule. 

Freshman  students  on  probation 
are  reminded  that  if  they  receive 
below  a 1.75  or  “C-”  grade-point 
average,  they  will  be  suspended 
from  the  University.  All  others  on 
probation  will  be  suspended  if  they 
receive  below  a 2.00  or  “C”  grade 
average. 

Under  the  new  suspension  rule, 
every  student  on  probation  must 
now  improve  his  grades  by  four 


grade  points  each  probationary 
semester.  This  could  require  “C-f-” 
work  if  a student  were  registered 
for  10  hours.  It  would  also  be  equiv- 
alent to  a four  hour  “B”  if  no  other 
grades  were  below  the  minimum. 

By  now,  students  have  received 
“D”  and  “E”  grade  notices  indica- 
ting that,  even  though  all  their  oth- 
er grades  are  average,  they  will  be 
suspended  from  school  if  these 
grades  do  not  improve. 

Academic  Standards  also  re- 
minds students  that,  based  on  last 
year’s  semester  grades,  students 
who  visited  their  teachers  after  re- 
ceiving a mid-semester  “D”  or  “E” 
did  significantly  better  work  the 
second  half  of  the  semester.  The 
more  teachers  visited,  the  better 
were  the  results. 

Other  sources  of  help  include  the 
Counseling  Service,  student  advis- 
ers, Guided  Studies,  and  the  Tutor- 
ing Services.

Nearly  four  years  ago  the  Kennedy  as- 
sassination was  a subject  of  world  wide  in- 
terest and  concern.  The  shocking  nature  of 
the  event,  occurring  before  millions  of  spec- 
tators, and  the  impact  of  the  loss  of  Ameri- 
ca’s President  made  the  incident  one  of 
unique  interest  to  the  world  in  general. 

From  the  outset  unlimited  space  was 
devoted  to  the  affair  by  magazines  and 
newspapers  and  full  reports  were  carried 
over  radio  and  television.  As  the  shock  be- 
gan to  ebb,  cities,  states,  and  nations  were 
moved  to  memorialize  and  honor  the  Ken- 
nedy name.  Streets  and  landmarks  were  re- 
christened while  coins  and  stamps  were 
minted  bearing  the  Kennedy  image. 

As  the  wave  of  memorialization  began  to 
ebb  it  was  swallowed  by  the  rising  tide  of 
profiteers  who  were  quick  to  sense  the 
economic  advantage  in  sustaining  the  pub- 
lic’s sense  of  involvement  and  loss  over  the 
assassination.  Their  initial  efforts  resulted 
in  numerous  books  and  articles  which  ap- 
peared subsequent  to  Kennedy’s  death. 
Many  of  these  offerings  have  redeeming 
social  and  historic  significance  but  the  vast 
majority  were  undisguized  attempts  to 
sensationalize  and  perpetuate  the  unhappy 
incident. 

When  the  public  finally  began  to  tire 
of  events  associated  with  the  assassination 
the  profiteers  initiated  their  second  front- 
capitalizing  on  the  grief  and  private  lives 
of  other  members  of  the  family.  They  also 


f u'"  1 a lucrative  field  in  “tokenism”  and 
exploited  every  possible  symbol  of  Ken- 
nedyism. 

It  took  nearly  two  years  for  this  wave 
to  ebb  sufficiently  to  render  it  economically 
unsound.  During  this  time  the  foundations 
were  being  laid  for  a sustained,  though  less 
spectacular,  program  of  “Capitalistic  Ken- 
nedyism.” 

The  present  program  has  it’s  roots  sunk 
deeply  into  the  public  and  private  lives  of 
the  Kennedy  Clan.  Anything  that  can  carry 
a sensational  connotation  is  quickly  snap-  i 
ped-up  and  promoted  by  the  purveyors  of  ! 
Kennedyism.  An  excellent  example  of  this 
activity  is  a new  publication  The  Kennedy 
Letter.  The  publisher  plans  to  release  the 
16-page  Letter  on  a monthly  basis  in  order 
to  “keep  everyone  absolutely  up  to  date  on 
all  the  family’s  public  works  and  private 
lives.” 

In  the  midst  of  this  sordid  pre-occupation 
with  the  name  Kennedy,  a generation  of 
children  are  growing  up  who  know  little 
or  nothing  about  a great  president  by  that 
name,  all  they  hear  are  reports  of  vacations, 
family  reunions,  hints  of  romance,  or  ill- 
handled  scandals.  What  happened  to  the 
dignity  and  esteem  once  accorded  by  our 
nation  to  a deceased  president?  How  long- 
will  we  support  “Capitalistic  Kennedyism” 
by  providing  a market  for  the  profiteers 
to  exploit?

Douglas  said,  “People  are  more 
sophisticated  about  credit  and  are 
no  longer  likely  to  rise  up  in  anger 
over  the  death  of  the  ‘six  per  cent 
myth’  ” — a reference  to  the  fact 
that  actual  inter^t  charges  in  con- 
sumer installment  buying  often  are 
much  higher  than  6 per  cent. 

The  Administration’s  endorse 
ment  came  from  Treasury  Under- 
secretary Joseph  W.  Barr  and  from 
William  B.  Camp,  Comptroller  of 
the  currency.  Barr  said  “poorly  in- 
formed consumers,  or  even  well-in- 
formed consumers  who  are  unable 
to  communicate  effectively  in  the 
market  because  of  the  jumbled 
terminology,  cannot  be  good  cit- 
izens in  a free  economy.”

Bach  entered  the  musical  world 
as  an  organist  and  it  was  for  the 
organ  that  his  first  major  compo- 
sitions were  written.

A var- 
iant of  the  chorale  prelude,  Bach’s 
Little  Organ  Book  is  a chorale  fan- 
tasy. This  is  an  enlarged  form 
where  the  lines  of  the  chorale  are 
separated  by  musical  interludes. 


This  collection  of  chorale  preludes 
was  unfinished. 

feach  built  on  the  centuries-old 
traditions  of  German  organ  music 
but  he  raised  the  chorale  prelude  to 
a high  point  directly  against  the 
spirit  of  the  18th  century.

'Cyrano  de  Bergerac’ 
k Poetic  Drama

The  play  “Cyrano  de  Bergerac, 
in  movie  form,  is  currently  playing 
at  the  University  Cinema. 

The  real  Cyrano  de  Bergerac  was 
born  in  Paris  in  the  year  1619.  He 
enlisted  in  a Gascon  company  and 
became  known  as  “le  demon  de 
la  bravoure.”  He  distinguished 
himself  by  his  courage  on  the  bat- 
tlefield, and  was  always  ready  to 
fight  anyone  who  insulted  him. 

Bergerac  was  a good  writer-  and 
even  Moliere  is  reputed  to  have 
plagiarized  from  him.  The  real 
Bergerac  was  touchy  about  his 
large  nose.  After  the  war,  he  re- 
tired to  writing  plays  and  roman- 
ces. He  was  killed  by  a heavy  piece 
of  wood  falling  upon  him,  presum- 
ably dropped  by  one  of  his  many 
enemies. 

Edmond  Rostand  used  a rich 
source  of  historical  facts  and  pro- 
duced this  play  in  1897.  Most  of 
the  characters  are  real  people  from 
history  so  the  play  really  has  life. 
It  is  a poetic,  romantic,  drama. 

The  film  version  of  this  play  is 
well  done  and  probably  does  more 
toward  making  the  charcters  live 
than  the  legitimate  theater  could. 
On  stage  the  voices  are  hollow  pro- 
jected things  without  beauty. 

In  the  movie  version  all  the 
subtle  tones  of  speech  can  be 
brought  out.  This  is  necessary  as 
Bergerac  was  romantic  and  meli- 
flously  verbose. 

The  casting  is  excellent  with  Jose 
Ferrer,  and  Mala  Powers.  The  sets 
and  costumes  are  well  done,  giv- 


ing that  touch  of  realism  that  can 
not  be  effectively  done  in  the  legit- 
imate theater.
